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WAS HANGING out in the kind of 

bar where you wouldn’t even think of 
asking the bartender to switch the channel 
so you could just catch a quick glance at 
the U.S. Open leader board. Even though 
that monumental golf tournament was be- 
ing held less than an hour’s drive from 
where I was, all attention was placed on 
MTV, Not because the folks at the bar 
wanted to see Peter Gabriel’s video for 
“‘Sledgehammer”’ or Martha Quinn’s latest 
trivia question, but because today was the 
day for the Amnesty International Con- 
spiracy Of Hope concert. 

It was a day for thoughtful discussion over a couple of 
draughts. After all, Amnesty International is serious busi- 
ness: The London-based organization, formed in 1961, 
works to win the release of political prisoners around the 
world, The concert, featuring such musical notables as U2, 
Bob Dylan, Carlos Santana, Lou Reed, and The Police, was 
held to raise money and consciousness. 

As Miles Davis paced the stage on the 24-inch color tube, 
I asked the bartender for a refill. Off to my left, I heard a 
couple of guys talking about how, since there’s been Band- 
Aid, Live Aid, Farm Aid, Fashion Aid, Sport Aid, Comic 
Relief, Hands Across America, and now the Conspiracy of 
Hope concert, it’s high time for something, maybe even 
another concert, to bring attention to MIAs—Vietnam vet- 
erans, missing in action, yet to be confirmed as either dead 
or alive. 

“Governments sit and do nothing,” one of the men at 
the bar said in my direction, but actually to no one in 
particular, “‘and the families keep tearing their hearts out 
day after day. It’s a nightmare. But there are plenty of us 
out there who aren’t going to let this issue fade away. Hey, 
these rock stars are doing a good job for Amnesty, now it’s 
time to give the MIAs some attention.” 

Miles kept pacing and playing, and I moved over a 
couple of barstools to join the conversation. I soon discoy- 
ered I was speaking with Ronald ‘‘The Belly” and Harley 
Al, members of the Long Island chapter of the Vietnam 
Veterans Motorcycle Club. They spotted my Pro Wrestling 
Illustrated T-shirt, and our conversation turned to certain 
aspects of the mat sport that the average fan doesn’t often 
consider. 

“Take the team of Dan Spivey and Mike Rotundo,”’ 
Harley Al said. “‘They come into the ring every time with 
The Boss’ ‘Born In The U.S.A.’ blasting through the sound 
system, I’ll trade my bike in for a Yamaha road runt if 
either of those guys have half an idea what that song is all 
about.” 

The Belly laughed hysterically, Not from the thought of 
Spivey and Rotundo being ignorant of their theme song’s

meaning, but because of the thought of 
Harley Al being seen riding anything but a 
Harley Davidson. Particularly a Yamaha. 
*T mean, all you’ve got to do is listen to 

the lyrics,” Harley Al continued. ‘‘The 
fans see Spivey and Rotundo waving a flag, 
they hear Springsteen singing, and they 
think they’re cheering for America, If 
they’d listen, they’d know that ‘Born In 

The U.S.A.’ is a song about how a lot of 

Vietnam veterans have gotten a pretty raw 
deal. Come back home to the refinery; 
Hirin’ man said ‘son, if it was up to me’; 
Went down to see my V.A. man; He said ‘son, don’t you 
understand, now?’ Check it out: Those few words say a lot, 
and it doesn’t have a whole hell of a lot to do with giving 
money to Lee Iacocca and the Statue of Liberty fund.” 

“Hey, what about Jesse’s blood clots?’ The Belly said, 
referring to the lung condition that sent Jesse Ventura into 
the hospital for several months in 1985, reduced him to a 
part-time wrestler, and ultimately forced his retirement. 
“There’s a vet getting a raw deal. Jesse says it’s because of 
Agent Orange, and I wouldn’t be surprised. You don’t see 
the feds knocking down his door to give him money for 
medical treatment, do you?”’ 

Indeed, Jesse has publicly 
claimed that Agent Orange, a 
chemical defoliant used in the 
Vietnam war (Jesse was a Navy 
SEAL during the war), may 
have been responsible for the 
blood clots in his lungs. 

The conversation, having 
drifted from Amnesty Interna- 
tional to wrestling, was begin- 
ning to drift from wrestling to 
government interference in citi- 
zens’ lives. On the television screen, Miles continued pacing 
and playing. I bought a round of beers for Harley Al, The 
Belly, and myself, stuck around for about another’ half 
hour, then left to make an early evening appointment. 

It truly was a day for thoughtful discussion. Do Spivey 
and Rotundo have any idea what their theme song means? 
If so, should they be more vocal about the issues involved? 
Is Jesse the victim of U.S. military carelessness? If so, 
should something be done to help him gain restitution? 

Sometimes wrestling raises questions a little more signifi- 
cant than, “Why is so-and-so feuding with so-and-so?”’ And 
usually, these questions don’t have any easy answers. But 
they do remind us that there’s more to the sport, and the 
people involved in the sport, than feuds and pinfalls. 

That’s something we should all be reminded of from time 
to time. my 2

The big news this month concerns 
the career-threatening injuries suffered 
by Kerry Von Erich while riding his 
motorcycle through a small town near 
Fort Worth, Texas. Although Eddie 
Ellner deals with the story in his ‘‘In- 
sider’’ column on page 18, here’s an 
update on-the situation. 


KERRY VON ERICH 


Although doctors have been rather 
hush-hush about Kerry’s condition, 
preliminary reports indicate that the 
popular wrestler figures to be out of 
action for at least six months and pos- 
sibly as much as two years. There have 
been rumors that Kerry might never 
return to the ring, but attending physi- 
cian Dr. William Sutker remains 
optimistic. 

Kerry suffered a dislocated right hip, 
lacerated his right knee, and had an 
open fracture of the right ankle. He 
underwent over 20 hours of surgery 
over a three-day period, including mi- 
croscopic surgery to replace dead mus- 
cle tissue in his right foot. According to 
operating surgeon Dr. Howard 
Moore, Kerry will need extensive 
rehabilitation. 


As wrestling fans are aware, Kerry's 
injury is the latest in a series of tragic 
incidents that have cursed the Von 
Erich family. Fritz Von Erich, Kerry's 
father, has managed to keep a stiff 
upper lip throughout this ordeal, but 
he displayed uncharacteristic emotion 
at a press conference following Kerry’s 
third operation. 

“Kerry’s life is not threatened,’ 
Fritz was quoted as saying in The Dal- 
las Morning News. ‘Where the Lord’s 
will in this is what we'll accept. Don’t 
count Kerry out, not by a long shot.” 

Kerry's injury created additional con- 
fusion in the World Class’ six-man tag 
team title picture. Lance Von Erich, 
Kerry Von Erich, and Steve Simp- 
son (substituting for Kevin) won the 
title from The Freebirds in April, but 
officials decided that Kevin, not Simp- 
son, would receive a share of the belt. 
Now, with Kerry out of action, Mike 
Von Erich, who has recovered from 
his life-threatening bout with toxic 
shock syndrome, will share the title 
with Lance and Kevin. So this means 
that Lance is the only remaining mem- 
ber of the team who was actually in- 
volved in the title victory. 

All hell broke loose during a broad- 
cast of World Championship Wrestling 
on SuperStation WTBS. Prior to a

match between NWA champion Ric 
Flair and Tony Zane, Road War- 
rior Hawk ran into the ring and at- 
tacked Flair. Then Ole Anderson, 
Arn Anderson, and Tully Blan- 
chard joined Flair to quadruple team 
Hawk. Animal ran to ringside to help 
his partner, but Ole, Tully, and Flair 
attacked him while Arn held Hawk. 
Manager Paul Ellering came to Ani- 
mal’s rescue and then J.J. Dillon 
came onto the scene. He smashed El- 
lering with a shoe and knocked him 
out. Tully gave Animal a_piledriver, 
knocking him unconscious. Then the 
Four Horsemen and Dillon got into the 
ring and Arn gave Hawk the powerful 
“sourdbuster.”’ Animal was badly 
dazed and took additional abuse before 
the Horsemen and Dillon left the ring. 


HULK HOGAN 


The feud between Hulk Hogan and 
Adrian Adonis is peaking. During a 
recent match at the Byrne Meadow- 
lands Arena in New Jersey, Adonis hit 
Hogan with manager Jimmy Hart’s 
megaphone. Hogan was bloodied and 
had to be restrained by referee Dick 
Woherle, Hulk was disqualified after 


he hit Woherle. He then kicked ring 
announcer Mel Phillips after he an- 
nounced the decision ... Nick Bock- 
winkel and AWA World champion 
Stan Hansen also appear to have 
something going. After Hansen won a 
recent match, Bockwinkel ran into the 
ring with a whip. The two fought for a 
few minutes and it appears as if Bock- 
winkel is ready to make a serious run 
at Hansen’s title. 

More from the feud department. On 
a UWF television broadcast, Michael 
Hayes explained that his nickname 
initials ‘‘P.S.”” mean ‘Purely Sexy."’ 
Ted DiBiase grabbed the ring micro-

HE OFFICIAL REPORT as 

relayed to me by Steve 
Habgood, Assistant Director of 
Public Relations of the Baylor 
Medical Center, described the in- 
cident in the aggressive 
hospitalese that attempts to de- 
personalize catastrophe but does 
just the opposite. 

On June 4, Kerry Von Erich 
was involved in a motorcycle acci- 
dent north of Dallas, in Argyle, 
Texas. He was thrown from his 
vehicle, incurring massive injuries, 
including a dislocated right hip, 
lacerated right knee, and an open 
fracture of the right ankle. The 
fracture broke the skin. 

Because of concern of infec- 
tion, surgery was performed from 
11:15 p.m. until 3 a.m. the next 
morning. The surgery was to 
clean and close the lacerations, 
relocate the ankle bone and set a 
pin. He was placed in intensive 
care and listed in fair condition. 

He was released from intensive 
care on June 6. On Saturday the 
seventh, Von Erich was sched- 
uled for surgery to further clean 
his wounds and assess damage. 
They discovered extensive dead 
muscle tissue and removed it. 
Further surgery was scheduled for 
Sunday. 

It required 15 hours for sur- 
geons to remove muscle from be-

foot. Microscopic vessel surgery 
was performed to re-establish the 
proper flow of blood. Skin was 
taken from his hip and grafted 
over the wound. He remains listed 
in fair condition. 


One can imagine how the po- 
lice, paramedics, nurses, sSur- 
geons, and administrators re- 
sponded to the accident. Blood is 
their business, and they deal with 
it calmly, with dispassionate effi- 
ciency. 

But what flashed through Kerry 
Von Erich’s mind when his motor- 
cycle began its slide across the 
toad? What was he thinking dur- 
ing his fling through the air, his 
body still intact, still the ‘Modern- 
Day Warrior,’ muscled and hand- 
some? Did the initial crash sepa- 
rate his hip or did it happen later 
as his flesh thudded across the 
pavement? Was he aware that a 
bone had protruded through the 
skin at his ankle, and might force 
him to walk with a limp the rest of 
his life? Could he view the sepa- 
ration of his own limbs with the 
same detatched coolness as his 
doctors would? 

What does a man think in the 
split-second before his life irrepa- 
rably changes? From the thou- 
sands of accounts automobile ac- 
cident victims have given of their 
near-fatal mishaps, we know that 
the microsecond of impact can 
stretch beyond a dozen eternities. 
What was Kerry thinking? Aware 
of his beliefs, Kerry might well 
have spoken with his Lord, the 
question most likely on his lips 
being, “Why?” 

lf God works in mysterious 
ways, then rarely have his meth- 
ods been more obscure than in 
the fashion He has dealt with the 
Von Erich family. He has been 
known to occasionally test the 
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Hopefully, we will one day be able to marvel 
at this man’s skills again. 


faith of his followers, placing ob- 
stacles as a measure of His peo- 
ple’s belief, but in the case of the 
Von Erich family, even the most 
devout are tempted to beg the 
Lord to lay off. 

With this latest tragedy, nearly 
every one of the Von Erichs has 
undergone an individual trauma 
separate from the collective grief 
that hangs permanently over the 
family. Death first visited the fam- 
ily over 20 years ago, when the 
oldest child, Jack, was electrocut- 
ed at the age of five. It was a 
morbid harbinger of things to 
come. 

In 1982, while wrestling in Ja- 
pan, David Von Erich succumbed 
to accute enteritis, a mysterious 
intestinal ailment. The death halt- 
ed David in the prime of his ca- 
reer and forced the family to pub- 
licly dismiss the media-inspired 
possibility of a Von Erich curse. In 
their private grief, no one knows 
how the rumors affected them. 

However, after Mike Von Erich 
was nearly subdued by toxic 
shock syndrome (an illness that 
has quite possibly ended his ca- 
reer, although he insists he will 


one day wrestlé again), the family 
was forced to confront the curse 
again. 

At the time, Kerry Von Erich is- 
sued a haunting statement. “I 
think the way Mike has battled 
this thing should tell everyone that 
the Von Erichs are alive and kick- 
ing. There’s nothing that can 
bring us down.” 

Several weeks after his dis- 
charge, Mike returned to the hos- 
pital, the victim of his own car 
accident, which, in typically bi- 
zarre Von Erich fashion, sent him 
catapulting through his sun roof 
and smashing to the ground. 

And just months ago, Kevin 
Von Erich aggravated an old 
shoulder injury that forced him off 
his brother’s Memorial card, and 
there are rumors that the injury 
might require reconstructive sur- 
gery. 

Now Kerry Von Erich lies- bro- 
ken in a hospital bed in fair condi- 
tion. Fair condition. The man 
whose body was more kin to 
stone than flesh, whose condition 
was never anything less than ex- 
cellent, lays stitched and battered, 
a machine doing to him what no 
opponent ever could. At the very 
least he will be out of action for 
six months, leaving Lance as the 
only healthy Von Erich around. 
Hopefully, not being of lineal de- 
scent, Lance might be spared the 
Von Erich curse. Because it is a 
curse, this relentless disintegration 
of wrestling’s First Family. Coinci- 
dence is too meager an explana- 
tion; such catastrophe deserves 
better labeling. 

As readers of this column 
know, | am not a Von Erich sup- 
porter or sympathizer, but | join 
with their millions of fans in de- 
manding, to whomever or Whom- 
ever is responsible for their fate, 
to stop it. Spare the rod. Get off 
their case. For Christ’s sakes,

Damn, I wish there was 
something I could do to bring a year of quiet peace 
and contentment to the Von Erichs—they sure as 
hell deserve it. But meanwhile, in a more practical 
vein, the loss of Kerry from active wrestling contin- 
ues a trend on the World Class area whereby they’ve 
been losing significant amounts of ring talent. Atten- 
tion World Class officials: I don’t think -too many 
fans would think you foolish to renege on your 
secession from the NWA. Think about it. 


NEW ORLEANS, LA: Maybe it’s the sad misfor- 
tune of the Von Erichs that’s placed me in such a 
bitchy mood this month, but I have too many gripes 
on my chest, and I’m getting too old to bear the 
weight anymore. I mean, come on! One Man Gang 
and Kamala wrestling as a tag team in the UWF? I 
don’t know about you, folks, but I just can’t take a 
team this slow and lacking in skills that seriously. 
Sure, they’ll win a bunch of matches, and sure, 
they’ll prove to be a strong force in that area against 
most teams. But this is the area that has been 
dubbed ‘‘tag team mecca.’’ This is the area that has

helped spawn and strengthen such red-hot combina- 
tions as The Rock ’n’ Roll Express, the Guerreros, 
The Midnight Express, The Fabulous Ones, and 
Steve Williams and Ted DiBiase. Now the area in- 
cludes such formidable combinations as The Fantas- 
tics, The Sheepherders, and The Fabulous Freebirds. 
But a team with a combined weight of 762 pounds? 
Don’t make me retch. 


NEW YORK, NY: All right, I’ve gotten a few com- 
plaints off my chest, now it’s time to get serious. 
Attendance at wrestling cards is getting thin, and the 
main thing that drew this to my attention is the fact 
that Madison Square Garden, the WWF-proclaimed 
“mecca of professional wrestling,’ has failed to 
draw a sellout crowd three months straight: April, 
May, and June. Indeed, the April show at MSG saw 
an estimated 40 percent of the seats in the Garden 
empty—an astounding figure, and the smallest 
attendance there for wrestling that I can remember. 
In early June, the Joe Louis Arena in Detroit drew 
only about 5,000 fans for a major WWF card—the 
lowest attendance there for wrestling in years, and 
that came less than two months after a Hulk Hogan- 
Randy Savage bout packed the place to the rafters 
and overflowed about 5,000 more to the Cobo arena 
for closed-circuit TV. And the problem is not limited 
to the WWF territory: For example, _ since 
WrestleRock, the AWA seems to be averaging about 
2,000 fans in cities such as Chicago and Oakland, 
California: I think the SuperCards of 1986 (Wrestle- 
Mania 2, WrestleRock, the Crockett Cup tag team 
tournament, and the Texas Stadium Parade of 
Champions) gave fans their fill of the sport for a 
while. It seems that in the weeks immediately follow- 
ing these cards, attendance in the respective areas has 
been way down. Another thought: I have to give 
Jim Crockett Promotions a lot of credit for courage 
in the promotion of the Great American Bash series. 
They’re holding most of them in 50,000-plus venues 
like Veterans Stadium in Philadelphia and the Lib- 
erty Bowl in Memphis. Good luck, guys. I have a 
hunch you’re gonna need it! O

Perhaps prestige and profit aren’t 
your uppermost concerns. Perhaps 
you’re looking to get involved in the 
middle of the wildest feuds in the sport 
today, or just to prove yourselves 
physically against the most formidable 
teams in the sport, teams like The Fab- 
ulous Ones, The Fantastics, The Rock 
’n’ Roll Express, Greg Valentine and 
Brutus Beefcake, and the above-men- 
tioned world championship teams. 
What’s that you say? You don’t 
want a world tag team title? You don’t 
want to go after the top teams in the 
sport? Why not? You mean you'd 
rather go to Japan for a few weeks 
and not have to deal with any of these 
teams? You’d rather split up and wres- 
tle in singles matches during some of 
the biggest cards of the entire year? 
You’d prefer not to defend your six- 
man championship in title matches 
during these cards? Are you kidding? 
If the previous paragraph “seems 
overly accusatory—well, it is. Because 
The Road Warriors are professional 
wrestling’s most dominant tag team 
force, and as we approach The Great 
American Bash—a summer series of 
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Hawk finds himself in enemy territory and on the receiving end of a double-team (soon to 
be triple-team) effort by Ivan Koloff, Baron Von Raschke, and then Nikita Koloff. If The Road 
Warriors and Dusty Rhodes allow themselves to get rusty as a team, they could very well 


lose their six-man title. 


cards that, for the NWA, is like Wres- 
tleMania multiplied 15 times in signifi- 
cance—Hawk and Animal seem to be 
placing themselves in the background 
for the Bash cards. 

Consider: As of press time, we are 
aware of the cards for five of the Bash 
cards. On July 1 in Philadelphia, the 
Warriors split up as Hawk wrestles 
NWA World champion Ric Flair; on 
July 9 in Cincinnati, Animal wrestles 
Flair; on July 10 in Charleston, West 
Virginia, a six-man title match between 
champions Hawk, Animal, and Dusty 
Rhodes and the team of Ivan and 
Nikita Koloff and Krusher Khru- 
shchev—the only title match of the five

cards we have; in the other matches, 
the Warriors team with Magnum T.A. 
(July 3 in Washington, D.C.) and Paul 
Ellering (July 11 in Roanoke, Virginia) 
for six-man non-title matches. 

Now we do not mean to deny the 
possibility that the Animal-Flair and 
Hawk-Flair matches will be exciting 
bouts. But the matches that the War- 
riors are getting involved in for the 
Bash series raise certain important 
questions. 

First of all, why would Paul Ellering 
split his team up to face Flair in singles 
matches? It is highly unlikely that ei- 
ther Hawk or Animal will be able to 
unseat Flair after just one match, and

the Warriors have virtually ignored sin- 
gles wrestling strategies throughout 
their career. 

Secondly, the Warriors are co-hold- 
ers of the NWA six-man title (along 
with Dusty). So why are they involved 
in only one title match out of five 
cards? 

And maybe the biggest question of 
all: Why didn’t Paul Ellering, one of 
the most brilliant strategists in the 
sport, press for a strong series of tag 
team matches against NWA World tag 
team champs The Midnight Express? 
As we go to press, not one of the Bash 
cards will see that match take place. 

This becomes all the more disturbing 
in light of the fact that the Warriors 
had been wrestling the Express regular- 
ly just a month or so prior to the 
announcement of the Bash dates. 
Hawk and Animal had failed to cap- 
ture the NWA tag team belts in those 
matches, and now... 

. and now they’ve given up? 

Impossible. Or so one would think, 
though Hawk and Animal are certainly

went back to the dressing 
room after the first fall, instead of 
staying in the ring, is indisputable 
proof that he was behind the 
whole thing. He only had five min- 
utes between falls, and there was 
no reason for him to go back. He 
wasn’t hurt, he didn’t seem tired, 
and Lugar stayed, so why didn’t 
Flair?” 

Bob Roop was acting like a 
lawyer as he paced back and 
forth across the room, the memo- 
ry of the ugly incident in which his 
wrestler, Lex Lugar, was brutally 
assaulted by 10 men only feeding 
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his nervous energy. Exhibit A: 
Flair goes back to the dressing 
room. Exhibit B: He doesn’t return 
after five minutes, but after 10 
minutes, apparently knowing there 
is something going on in the ring.

“Indisputable _proof,’”’ Roop 
said.

And if Brody and 
those types can’t stay within those 
bounds—we’re giving them a lot of 
leeway the way it is, but I don’t 
think it’s really good for wrestling 
when you see guys going with 


chairs up into the balcony challeng- 
ing people. I don’t know what that 
has to do with wrestling. I think 
the American public still likes a 
challenge. I believe they’re intelli- 
lgent enough to discern between the 
hype and the athletic contest. And 
if they’re not, then we’re in a sorry 
mess with our public. You have the 
few fans, and you hear them at 
every match, if a match isn’t 
rough, and if there isn’t something 
happening every second where 
someone’s running across the ring 
or back and forth or flying 
through the air, you'll hear the 
term, “Bor-ing!”” So you just con- 
sider the source. I just tell the 
wrestlers, ‘‘Don’t worry about 
what the fan is saying.” A lot of 
them enjoy the science about it. 
Just because they aren’t yelling 
doesn’t mean they’re not enjoying 
the match. 


: We always get a lot of mail about 


the Verne Gagne Wrestling School, 
Can you tell us, first of all, how 
this school was formed, and the 
names of some of the people who 
have actually come out of the 
Verne Gagne school? 


: Well, it goes back a long way. The 


first one I trained was Larry ‘The 
Ax” Hennig, and then I think Bar- 
on Von Raschke . .

AWA? 


: Yes. It may have happened a little 


quicker being based out of New 
York, but he was well on his way. 
He had done the Rocky JIT film, 
and we had incorporated that into 
part of the promotion of Hulk Ho- 
gan. He was just on the’ verge. I 
mean, I think there would have 


been some great matches, and he 
would have gotten just as much 
exposure. The only thing that per- 
turbed me was the way that the 
young wrestlers did not keep their 
word to us. To that point in time, 
a wrestler’s handshake meant ev- 
erything. Now it doesn’t mean 
anything. 

: Initially, as we both know, wres- 
tling was more on a territorial ba- 
sis. Right now, for example, the 
AWA is in New York, the WWF 
is in Minneapolis, etc. What’s your 
reaction to, for example, the WWF 
moving onto the AWA turf? 


A: Well, I think it was a stupid move, 


all over, there are no new faces, 
there are no new issues, there are 
no things that the public really has 
not seen. Where do you find a new 
wrestler? You get the rare individ- 
ual who, maybe in a year, year 
and a half can do something, but it 
basically takes three or four years, 
five years, to make a good pro.

Remember the feeling? The 
points of the jagged wire digging 
into your skin, threatening to tear 
your eyeballs out of their sockets, 
and ripping your forehead to 
shreds. Each move an exercise in 
agony, the blood rushing to the 
top of your skin and then oozing 
out slowly until your face is a nau- 
seating shade of red. 

Okay, So you’ve never dragged 
your face along a barbed wire 
fence. Well, then, ever shave with 
a dull razor and no_ shaving 
cream? Each stroke opening up a 
new wound that ordinary tissue 
paper cannot close. Then, splash- 
ing aftershave on your face and 
screaming in pain. Aftershave will 
do that. 

Take that, and multiply it by 50. 
That’s what it’s like to go one-on- 
one with a barbed wire fence. 
Tommy Rogers knows. Bobby 
Fulton knows. Luke Williams 
knows. Butch Miller knows. Hope- 
fully, you’ll never know. 

So somebody had the inge- 
nious idéa of matching up The 
Fantastics and The Sheepherd- 
ers, brutal enemies, in a barbed

ably yells “jump” when a man is 
perched on the ledge of a sky- 
scraper. Anyway, since. when did 
professional wrestling mean mass 
carnage and general hysteria? 

!’m not saying who made this 
match, but the guy was fired right 
after the match,” a high-ranking 
UWF official said. “We only em- 
ploy one doctor at ringside, and 
we needed five. Five or six wom- 
en fainted, I’m not sure which it 
was, although | think five women 
fainted and one of them fainted 
twice. My little boy was there and 
he was screaming like crazy. The 
poor kid had nightmares for 
weeks.” 

Sounds like fun, the idea of 
professional wrestling as family 
entertainment in full bloom. But 
let's face it: Put two rival tag 
teams in a ring surrounded by 
barbed wire and the chance of 
injury is pretty strong. It becomes 
even stronger when one team is 
unconcerned about its health, for 
as Sheepherder Luke Williams re- 
vealed before the match, “I re- 
member once my father got mad 
and beat me with a wool shear. 


Felt great.” 

Sheer excitement, surely. 

Actually, things were pretty 
calm for about 30 seconds. That’s 
when Miller saw fit to smash Rog- 
ers’ forehead into a strip of 
barbed wire. The Sheepherders 
were in control early and Fulton 
was the next victim. Williams 
dragged Bobby’s head along the 
wire, opening up a deep gash on 
his forehead. 

But then The Fantastics, appar- 
ently motivated by the sight of 
their own blood, regained the mo- 
mentum. Rogers threw Miller into 
the fence and blood oozed from 
the New Zealander’s face. After 
Williams had his turn, all four 
wrestlers were covered in their 
own blood. It was, for all intents 
and purposes, The Fantastics and 
Sheepherders in a hemoglobin 
fest. 

The barbed wire fence was the 
center of attention. Fulton’s face 
was draped over the wire while 
Miller tugged it into his eyes. 
Miller hung onto the fence with 
his face buried into the barbed 


wire and blood pouring from his 


mouth. 
At ringside, a young woman let 
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out a horrified shriek. A 55-year- 
old construction worker dropped 
his beer, and, sick to his stomach, 
ran to the bathroom. A five-year- 
old child buried her face in her 
mother’s shoulder, and then the 
mother fainted. A doctor tried to 
calculate how many stitches it 
would take to close the two 
teams’ wounds. Call a veterinari- 
an.

Suddenly, the match was over. 
The Fantastics hit The Sheep- 
herders with simultaneous flying 
bodypresses and three counts lat- 
er walked away with their UWF 
tag team belts intact. That was 
about the only thing that remained 
intact. 

The post-brawl scene in the 
dressing rooms closely resembled 
the burning of Atlanta scene in 
Gone With The Wind. Bodies laid 
sprawled out on the trainer’s table 
while doctors—wisely called to the 
arena during the action—worked 
to stop the bleeding. A nurse rap- 
idly administered tetanus shots to 
avoid infection from the barbed 
wire. Neither team was able to 
speak with reporters. 

The most horrifying moment 
came when a nurse mistakenly 
administered adhesive tape to 
Fulton’s forehead without first ap- 
plying a gauze pad. The nurse 
had to rip off the tape and, in 
doing so, tore at Fulton’s skin and 
open wound, causing agonizing 
pain. The nurse was apologetic. 
Fulton was nearly apoplectic. 

Williams’ tongue, which got 
caught on the barbed wire, was a 
mass of blood. The muscle be- 
neath the skin of Millers’ neck 
was clearly visible. Fulton and 
Rogers were winners, but they 
didn’t look that way. A gash on 
Fulton’s forehead was almost cut 
through to the skull and Rogers 
was choking on his own blood. 

Meanwhile, one was left to 
wonder. Was it really worth it? Is 
the tag team belt more valuable 
than a man’s flesh and blood? Is 
it fair to subject the fans to such a 
sickening sight? Tommy Rogers 
answered that question days later.

While the 

AWA will occasionally import talent, Gagne 

feels that they already have the finest roster 

of wrestlers in the world. 

A: We’re negotiating with Rick Rude. 
We wanted to bring the Von Erich 
boys in, but circumstances have 
obviously made that impossible. 
We're going to stay with the guys 
that we’ve got. We feel we have as 
good a talent pool as anyone in the 
world. One guy whose style is a 
throwback to the ’50s, but his poli- 
tics is certainly today, is Col. 
DeBeers out of South Africa. He’s 
controversial, but he’s a very tough 
wrestler. 

Q: You mentioned Rick Rude and the 
Von Erichs. Recently, the World 
Class has claimed Rick Rude as 
another claimant to a world cham- 
pionship. Most of the public recog- 
nizes the AWA, NWA, and WWF 
as world titles. What was your re- 
action when you heard that anoth- 
er world championship hat was 
thrown into the ring, so to say? 

A: I don’t know, I don’t think it’s 
really good for wrestling. It’s truly 
not a title that a lot of people take 
too seriously. But Texas has a right 
to do what they want. They always 
have. 

Q: What about joint promotions? The 
AWA and the NWA have had 


some very successful joint promo- 
tions. Can we look forward to see- 
ing more of those in the future? 


: I think there will be, yes. Whether 


it will be with the NWA, that’s 
probably the most logical one. 
There are, again, some differences 
of philosophy when you do put 
them together such as doing videos 
off of that, promotional problems, 
and so forth. But I think they can 
be overcome. 


: Do you ever think there will be a 


day when Verne Gagne can call 
Vince McMahon and say, “Why 
don’t we match my champion and 
your champion?” Do you think 
that can ever come about again? 


: Oh boy, I’ve been trying that my 


whole career. Certainly we’re wide 
open to it, we’d love to do it. 
We’d love to put our champ 
against the other so-called claim- 
ants to the world title.

ing and was helped back to the 
dressing room by Roop and Dan- 
ny Miller, a Florida wrestling offi- 
cial. Flair eventually returned to 
the ring, but Lugar was unable to 
continue because of _ internal 
bleeding. The referee counted out 
Lugar for the remaining two falls 
and Flair retained his title. 

This left a number of unan- 
swered questions: Why did Flair 
return to the dressing room? Did 
he plan the attack, or was Hump- 
erdink behind it? And finally, if 
Flair did plan the attack, why did 
he feel he needed 10 men to de- 
feat Lex Lugar? There were a va- 
riety of answers, but few 
conclusions. : 

“!’m only putting up with these 
accusations because | know that 
if | don’t, you'll write whatever you 
feel.’’ Ric Flair was not in a good 
mood. “‘I returned to the dressing 
room to repair a lace on my shoe. 
That was the only reason. Other- 
wise, | would have stayed in the 
ring. No, | did not plan the attack 
and knew nothing about it. And 
finally, | should punch you in the 
face for even suggesting that | 
need 10 men to beat Lugar. Now 


get out.” 

Lex Lugar was next, and he, 
too, wasn’t in a good mood.

Muraco is an 
inventive wrestler who thinks on his 
feet, as is Savage. The hunger for a 
third reign and his uncanny ability to 
both absorb and inflict remarkable lev- 
els of punishment would provide Mu- 
raco with a clear edge in just such a 
match.

Five Contenders 
"Who Should Give Up The Challenge , 


Tito Santana. While we do not have 
complete day-by-day results from the 
WWE since Savage won the title from 
Santana on February 8 in Boston, we 
do possess a pretty good account of 
Santana’s Intercontinental challenges 
since then. For the first 3% months of 
Savage’s title reign, from February 9 
through May 23, we have 36 singles 
title defenses on record (undoubtedly 


there were more than that). Of those 
matches, however, Savage defended his 
title against Santana no fewer than 28 
times, including one two-week period 
(March 15-28) where Santana received 
at least eight title shots, winning them 
all by disqualification! Remarkably, 
Santana won 22 of those 28 matches, 
mostly by disqualification—leading one

to believe from this evidence that Sav- 
age is employing a Ric Flair-style dis- 
qualification defense to his title reign. 
Clearly, though, Savage has been able 
to thwart Santana’s title aspirations at 
every turn. Tito has received enough 
title shots, and has been unable to re- 
gain the belt. It’s long past the time to 
give up and allow someone else a 
chance. 


George Steele pummels ‘The Macho Man’’ 
from behind. ‘‘The Animal” doesn’t have 
the intelligence needed to defeat Savage. 


George Steele. It was Steele who re- 
ceived the coveted challenge against 
Savage at WrestleMania 2, and it was 
Steele who received at least five title 
shots during Savage’s first two weeks 
as champion. Savage won all of those 
early matches, just as he won the 
WrestleMania 2 bout. Steele’s strategies 
are simply too primitive to enable him 
to beat ‘‘The Macho Man.” And even 
if “The Animal’? could curb his lust 
for Elizabeth and by fluke manage to 
pin Savage, he wouldn’t know what to 
do with the Intercontinental belt; he’d 
probably try to eat it. 

Junkyard Dog. Savage’s very first 
match after winning the title was 
against Junkyard Dog. And Savage 
lost the match. JYD also teamed with 
Santana to defeat the combination of 
Savage and Jesse Ventura one month 
into Savage’s reign. But JYD wrestled 
far below expectations in those match- 
es, and his victories were lucky at best. 
In a sustained challenge for the belt, 


we believe Savage would be able to 
tame the Dog with relative ease. JYD 
should not risk the likely injuries and 
embarrassments of a lengthy challenge 
to “The Macho Man.” 

Bruno Sammartino. Bruno has gra- 
ciously (or stupidly) involved himself in 
the Savage-Santana feud by volunteer- 
ing (or agreeing to Santana’s request) 
to act as a special referee in several 
Intercontinental title bouts. The eddies 
and currents of this feud appear to be 
pointing to a Savage-Bruno series, one 
in which ‘‘The Living Legend’’ might 
well be the underdog. Besides, do 
WWF fans really want to see the man 
who held the WWE belt longer than 
anyone else settle for what is essentially 
the WWF’s secondary title? We don’t 
think so.

Spivey is still too inexperienced to mount a 
serious threat to Savage’s title. 

Dan Spivey. Spivey may be the most 
unlikely challenger of all to Savage, 
and he has wrestled ‘The Macho 
Man.” And while the blond youngster 
has heart to spare, he is grossly inexpe- 
rienced. Considering the difficulty a 
seasoned grappler like Santana has had 
with Savage, it would be pure foolish- 
ness for Spivey to press the WWF 
championship committee for a serious 
challenge to the title. O

capable of defeating Dennis Condrey 
and Bobby Eaton. Indeed, without the 
interference of Jim Cornette in several 
matches during’ March and April, 
Hawk and Animal might be champi- 
ons today. They had the Midnights 
reeling on the ropes like a boxer in the 
late rounds who’d absorbed too much 
punishment. 

And they turned and let them go. 
Scot free. No more title matches. They 
could have closed in for the kill during 
the Bash series, but instead they simply 
left the possibility of capturing the 
NWA World tag belts for someone 
else to enjoy. 

The Road Warriors did not display 
their characteristic killer instinct at a 
time when that instinct could have 
brought them the most coveted tag 
team title in the world. And that can 
only be viewed as a step backward for 
the organization known as The Legion 
of Doom. 

The Bashes last through early Au- 
gust, and there will no doubt be a 
post-Bash settling-down period follow- 
ing whatever events take place during 
these monumental cards. So it may not 
be until at least late fall that we learn 
whether Hawk and Animal can regain 
the killer instinct they’ve failed to dis- 
play during this time.
